State’s Attorney Duty, in opening his statement, 


‘*This 18s a case of murder.’ 


Duty outlined the history of the 
trouble, going back to the beginning 
of shipping operations at the Lester 
mine, leading up to the first violence, 
' when a truckload of Lester workers 
was being taken from Carbondule to

of George Harrison, in the presence 
of Harrison and his son Fred and 
others. They were taken to the Har- 
rison woods, where two were shot 
and killed and the other was hung 
by the neck until dead. 


Says Grace Was in Group. 
“In the group that caught 
killed those three men, Duty 
was Bert Grace, “carrying a gua. 
and he came ba from woods 
after they had been killed, 
rying the gun. He entered an x 
and was driven to the Herrin Ceme- — 
tery, where six other men caught — 
near Taylor Mine No. 2, southwest 
of Herrin, had been taken.”’ 

“In the highway near the ceme- 
tery,”’ Duty continued, “these men 
were shot down by Leva Mann, Pe- 
ter. Hiller, Joe Carnaghi and two 
others not now on trial, Percy Hall 
and Jim Galligan, and as they lay 
on the ground Peter Hiller felt of 
their throats to see if he could feel 
the throb of life and discovering 
that life remained in two, he cut 
their throats. One still survived, 
with parched lips, thirsting unto 
death, and called for a drink of wa- 
ter. 

“A man was about to give him a 
drink when Bert Grace stood over 
the wounded man and said: ‘The 
first -—— who offers to give this. 
scab —- a drink will get the con- 
tents of this gun.” 

Duty paused and sald slowly: “We 
expect to show that, gentlemen, = 
the evidence.” 

“Murder All the Way Through.” 

Defining the law as applied to the 
facts, Duty declared that the men at 
the Lester strip mine had a perfect 
right under the laws of the State 
to work there; they were where 
they had a right to be and were doing 
work that they had a right to do. 
“They were in the peace of the peo- 
ple and had not forfeited their right 
to live.” They were assaulted, pur- 
suant to a conspiracy, and Howard 
Hoffman was shot and his throat 
was cut, he said. 

The State’s Attorney defined the 
difference between homicide and 
murder and declared that from its In- 
ciplency to the final act of the drama 
there was an explicit understanding, 
which made it murder. 

“There is in this case,” said the 
prosecutor, “no semblance of a con- 
flict between capital and organized 
labor. It is a straight trial for mur- 
der. We are trying these men under 
the laws of their country according 
to the law and the evidence. They 
will be tried fair and square. Then 
we will expect you to do what your 
oath requires.”’ 

In closing, he reverted to the Als 
pute at the power house and said 
that the man from whom Clark 
eng leadership warned him that 

ff the prisoners were killed tt would 
be the worst thing that ever ney 
pened to organized labor. 

Defense Blames Lester.

Describing McDowell's jenth, 
Duty said, “Otis Clark hit him on the 
head with a big pistol and he and 
another man, who is not on trial 
|} now, Oscar Howard, took him, one 
by each arm. They led him into a 
lane past the home of George Nel- 
son, where Nelson and his family 
and others were gathered in the 
vard, and near the south end of the 
Nelson garden, Clark and Howard 
shot McDowell to death.” 


Halt in the Procession. 


There was a halt in the march, 
‘Duty said, and Clark and Howerd 
returned ™®nd rejoined it and the 
march was resumed and within five 
minutes the body of McDowell was 
'found in the lane. 

East of the powder plant, Duty 
said, there was*a dispute between 
Clark and another man as to what 
disposal was to be made of the pris- 
oners. The man with whom Clark 
'was contending for leadership was 
‘quoted as saying “We promised these 
men safe conduct.” 

“They laid down their arms and 
came out. We ought to let them go.” 
Clark was alleged to have answered: 
“You ain’t been here as long as I 
have. You don't Knew the breed. 
The only thing to do is to take them 
out and kill every one of them.” 

During the argument a man ar- 
rived from Herrin in an automobile. 
“That man,” said Duty, “was Hugh 
Willis of Herrin, a district officer 
of the United Mine Workers.” 

Charge “of Massacre. 

Clark prevailed, Duty said, and the 
prisoners were taken into the woods 
behind the powder house after Clark 
had ordered the men with weapons 
to enter and the unarmed men to 
stay out. There were between 3060 
and 400 of the armed men, he said, 
‘and they followed the prisoners into 
the woods to a barbed wire fence, 
where Clark said: “Now you 

will be given a chance to run 
‘under fire.” 
| “These frightened, tortured men," 
Duty said, “tried to get away. Eleven 
were shot dead. A score were shot 
down and left for dead. Soma 
wounded, but able to run, escaped for 
a time, scattering in all directions. 

“The dead and dying were left | 
lying there while the men who had 
shot them held a conference, sepa- 
rated in squads and began rounding 
up those who were trying to escape.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13. 

IRTUALLY all countries 
Vir experiencing a gen- 

eral rise in “\prices cgain. 
after a two-year period of 
declines «which followed the 


post-war break and which in the 
greater number of cases came 
within a few months of each 
other in 1920. In Germany, Po- 
land and Bulgaria inflation has 
been continuous since 1913. 

A compilation of comparative 
wholesale price levels of all 
commodities in the principal 
countries, prepared by the De- 
partment of Agriculture Bureau 
of Agricultura! Economics, 
shows there an a more or less 
consistent rise in all the coun- 
tries until 1920, except in Ger- 
many, Poland and Bulgaria. 
Prices then fell away from the 
high point, continuing until this 
year, and now are generally ris- 
ing again. 

Comparing’all commodities in 
currencies. of the various coun- 
tries and using 1913 and 1914 as 


the base with 100, the latest 
prices available show Belgium 
385; Bulgaria, 2531; Denmark, 
180: France, 337; Germany, 56,- 
600: Italy, 601; Netherlands, 
147; Norway.

Uncontrolled Imagination Brings Suffer- 
ing. Two Classes U nable to Under- 
stand Principle, Those Mentally Un- 
developed and Those Unwilling to Un- 
derstand. 


ARTICLE Ill. 
By Dr. EMILE COVE. 


It is sufficient to think a pain 
is going to fecl it indeed little 
by little disappear. Inversely, it 
is enough to think that one suf- 
fers in order to fee! the pain be 
cin to come immediately: 

I know certain people who pre 
dict in advance that they will 
have a sick headache on a certain 
day, in certain circumstances. On 
that day, in the given circum 
stances, sure enough, they fee] it. 

They brought their illmess on 
themselves, just as others cure 


theirs by Conscious Autosugzestion. 

I know that one generally passes for mad in the eres 
of the world if one dares to put forward ideas which 
ft is not accustomed to hear. 

At the risk of being thonght so, I say that if certain 
people are ill mentally and physically, it is that they 
imagine themselves to be ill mentally or physically. 

If certain others are paralytic, without having any 
lesion to account for it, it is*because they imagine 
themselves to be paralyzed. It is among such persons 
that the most extraordinary cures are produced. 

If others, again, are happy or unhappy, it is that 
they imagine themselves to be so. It is possible for 
two people in exactly the same circumstances to be the 
one perfectly happy, the other absolutely wretched. 

Neurasthenia, stammering, aversions, kleptomanifa, 
certain cases of paralysis, are nothing but the result 
of Unconscious Autosuggestion, that is to say the resuit 
of the action of the Unconscious upon the physical and 
moral being. 

But if our Unconscious is the source of many of our 
flis. it can also bring about the cure of our physical and 
mental ailments. It cannot only repair the ill it has 
done, but cure real illnesses, so strong is its action 
upon our organism. ; 

Shut yourself up alone. in a room, seat yourself in 
an armchair, close your eyes to aroid.any distraction, 
and concentrate your mind for a few moments on think- 
ing: | 

“Such and such a thing is going to disappear.” or 

“Such and such a thing is coming to pass.” 

If you have really made the Aufosuggestion—that is 
to say, if your Unconscious has assimilated the idea 
that you have presented to it—you are astonished to 
gee the thing you have thought come to; pass. (Note 
that it is the property of ideas Autosuggested to exist 
within us unrecognized, and we can only know of their 
existence by the effect they produce.) 

But above all, and this is an essential point, tke 
will must not be brought info picy in practising Axto- 
suggestion; for if the will is not in agreement With 
‘the imagination—if one thinks: “I will make such and 
‘such a thing happen,” and the imagination says: “You 
are willing it, but it is not going to be”"—not only does 
one not obtain what one wants, but even exactly the 
reverse is brought about! 

This axiom is of capital importance. It explains why
